‘Cost of living Jewishly in U.S. is a burden

WEST HARTFORD, Connecticut 
(AP) ~ Justice Dov Levin, who pre- 
sided over the trial of Treblinka 
murderer John Demjanjuk, said in 
his first public statement since the 
trial that he had been convinced by 
eyewitness testimany. 

Levin, speaking on Sunday at the 
Fourth Annual Isracl Symposium at 
Beth El Temple, conceded that “itis 
sometimes difficult to fix facts which 
occurred 40 years before.” But he 
said survivors of the Treblinka con- 
centration camp remembered “cv- 
ery moment” of their meetings with 
Demjanjuk. ᾿ 

“They dream about it.” he said. 
“That is why we were convinced 
they remember everything.” 

Levin defended the decision to 
prosecute Demjanjuk, particularly 
in light of criticism of Israel's treat- 
ment of Palistinian Arabs. 

“When 8. pure and enlightened 
movement like Zionism is equa 
with racism, [the Holocaust] could 
happen again,” he warned. 

According to Levin. the trial re- 
awakened memories of the Holo- 


caust and these memories will belp 4 


insure the tragedy does not happen 
again. “The lessons of the past will 
strengthen us in standing firm in the 
foture,” he said. 

The trial was personally difficult. 
he said, referring to eyewitness testi- 
mony. “It’s very difficult to hear... 
It’s very difficult for any man with a 
soul in his héart to hear such terrible 
things,” Levin said. 

Levin insisted the Demjanjuk got 
a fair hearing. “We are professional 
judges. One of the important quali- 
ties of judges is to see facts without 
emotions, in a cold way. to infer 
fom facts correctly. This is what we 
have done,” he said. 

The Demjanjuk trial may be the 
last trial of a Nazi war criminal in 
Israel, Levin said. He said some 
countries, such as England, are re- 
luctant to extradite criminals to Isra- 
εἰ for trial. Also, Levin said, "Τὸ be 
realistic, the events occurred almost 
50 years ago. Most of the people are 
very old or dead.”

’ This week Rabbi Amital is set to announce the formation of 
a new, moderate Religious Centre Party, in response to the 
NRP’s transmogrification under the baton of the victor in its 
internal election last month, MK Shaki, into a bizarre combi- 
nation of an Orthodox kind ‘of Tehiya and an extreme nation- 
alist version of Shas. At first it was believed that the initiative 
for rebuilding ἃ new releow Fel party τ might be taken by the

It was thus left to a confirmed non-politician, Rabbi Amital, 
to step into the breach with the backing of like-minded reli- 
gious Zionists who have either never embraced the militant 
messianic Gush Emunim reading of religious Zionism, or have 
been disillusioned by it.

AN American and Russian were en- 
gaged in a comparative evaluation 
of their governmental systems. “I 
can stand opposite the gates of the 
White House,” said the American, 
“and shout at the top of my lungs 
that the president of the United 
States is a fool.” 

“Big deal,” replied the Russian 
derisively, “‘I, too, can stand oppo- 
site the walls of the Kremlin and 
shout at the top of my lungs that the 
president of the United States is a 
fool.” 

Winston Churchill believed that 
democracy is a terrible form of gov- 
erament, but one which is, nonethe- 
less, vastly preferable to any other 
known system. Democracy undoub- 
tedly is a most unique and wondrous 
concept, which has the temerity to 
place the fate of an entire nation in 
the hands of an electorate lacking in 
any particular competence to deal 
with the issues on the national agen- 
da. Is this the way to run a modern 
country?

The existing sys- 
tem has numerous negative effects 
on the ongoing conduct of govera- 
ment and on the public's perception 
thereof. The battle for electoral re- 
form, which J have led in the Knes- 


set for years, is more important now 


than ever before. 

In addition, the current situation 
in the territories erodes the moral 
basis on which our democratic life is 
based. One cannot maintain two un- 
equal normative and juridical sys- 
tems for long without an inimical 
impact. No matter how hard we 
have tried to maintain a benign 
even benevolent administration in 
the territories, the occupation has 
become a moral cancer that under- 
mines adherence to democratic val- 
ues in Israel itself.
